Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Discussed about the invention. The Applicants' representative argues that the claimed limitation "responding with the 
bus protocol compliant signal allows the mastor component to continue operating without violating bus protocols while 
the slave component is being reset" is not suggested by the primary reference LaBerge because LaBerge discloses a 
system-wide reset where all components are reset. The Examiner agrees with the Applicants' representative because 
the RCE Non-Final Office Action mailed on 20 th of September 2006 had admitted that LaBerge does not teach the 
argued elements. However, the Examiner brough the secondary reference Lange, which is suggesting the argued 
elements, and thus the combination of LaBerge and Lange with rationale for the proper combination suggests the 
obviousnes of the claimed invention. 

Discussed about the proposed amendment regarding to claim 1. In particular, the Applicants' representative proposes 
a newly added limitation "resetting said slave component and not resetting said master component" in the claim 1 in 
order to overcom the primary reference LaBerge. The Examiner suggests an exemplary language "simultaneously" at 
the end of the newly added limitation in order to further limit the scope of the newly added limitation. 
The Examiner will consider the proposed amendment regarding to patentability of the invention as disclosed in the 
claim when the Applicants' Response is forwarded to the Examiner.

IN THE CLAIMS 

1 . (Currently Amended) A method for handling resets at a bus bridge, the method 
comprising: 

providing a bus bridge coupling a master component supporting a master component 
bus protocol to a slave component supporting a slave component bus protocol; 

^set signal at the bus bridge, the reset signal associated with a reset of the 
"component and not bein p ; associated w ith the master component; and 



resetting said slave component and nnt resetting said master component; and ^) 



responding to a transaction from the master component to the slave component with a 
master component bus protocol compliant signal after the reset signal is received, wherein 
responding with the master component bus protocol compliant signal allows the master 
component to continue operating without violating sai d master component bus protocol bus 
protocols while the slave component is being reset. 



2. (Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein the reset signal is received at a bus 
bridge master interface. 



3. (Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein a bus bridge slave interface responds 
with the bus protocol compliant signal. 
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
